feature of the tragedy at Folsom 
prison today was the plot on the part 
of the convicts to capture the railroad 
engine which was to have arrived 
just about the time of the emenute,

The railroad 
track runs up to the rock crusher for 
the purpose of handling the crushed 
rock, and if the engine could have been 
captured by the convicts, their chances 
of escape would have been improved. 
It is doubtful, however, whether they 
could have survived the rifle fire 
which was directed against them from 
the guards on the posts near the rock 
crusher.

The main interest in the conspiracy 
is connected with the unearthing of 
the knives with which the convicts 
were armed when they made their 
dash for liberty. The knives, seven 
in number, were made by fitting 
rough wooden and leather handles on 
sharp blades of steel that had been 
filed to needle points and razor edges. 

Warden Yell believes that the 
knives. were rusty. and weather- 
stained, showing that they had been 
hidden under a rock near the rock 
for a long time, possibly a 
year. He believes that the knives 
had been made from time to time, as 
pieces of steel had been smuggled 
from the blacksmith shop, or other 
parts of the prison by the convicts, 
and that all ar these men were 
waiting for a chance to make the 
break. 

In support of this theory fe fays 
there was evidently an ut.uverstanding 
among the most despcrate men otf 
the gang, and that they showed it by 
their acts today. when the knives 
were dug up. se considers Hill and 
Fenley a# tte ringleaders, and ex- 
presses gratification that they have 
received their deserts, Hill being 
dead and Fenley fatally wounded. 
SHOT FULL OF HOLES, 


“The execution of the guards with 
their rifles was something terrible,” 
said - Yell. “Every prisoner in the 
bunch had four or five holes in him, 
and some of them more. Some of 
those who wore not killed outright 
were pretty badly used up, and I 
don't think there will be any more 
attempts to break out for awhile. 

“This is a mighty good lesson to the

“I can tell you there was a mighty 
lively scramble among the other 326 
convicts to get under cover when the 
rifles began to crack. I was on the

through the fleshy part of the leg below the knee, and by two slight knife 
cuts. The bullet came from a rifle of a guard, and the cuts were made by 
convicts who attempted to hold Marphy between them and the rifles of 


Charles Jolly, an attache of the prison, employed to keep the convicts 
at their work, was severely wounded by a bullet which passed through bis 
neck, coming out of the cheek. The loss of blood and the peculiar nature 
of the wound weakened the man so that he was not able to speak, and his 
plyrician ordered that nobedy should be allowed to disturb him. 

Capt. Murphy went at ounce to bis home, near the prison, and his 
physicians announced that he was suffering from the rough handling that 
he received from the convicts. Both will recover.

In a few 
minutes everything about the prison 
was as quiet as if nothing had hap- 
pened, and I intend to have them all 
at thefr work in the morning as usual, 
as we cannot aliow a thing like this 
to interfere with, the business of the 
prison.” 

OTHER DETAILS OF OUTBREAK. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P. 

FOLSOM, Dec. 29.—A break that 
was clever in plan and bold to 
the extreme in execution, took 
place at the prison here this after- 
noon, The guards obeyed the stand- 
ing orders of the warden to shoot, re- 
gardiess of the danger to free men, 
and as a result seven of nine con- 
victs who had planned to get away 
were almost riddled with buliets, 
three being now dead and three of the 
four wounded in a critical condition. 

Capt. R. J. Murphy is wounded by 
a shot in the leg and two slight knife 
wounds. 

The break was similar in general 
plau to the big emeute of last July, 
but the fact that it was within range 
of the guns of seven reliable guards, 
all dead shots, and one of these within 
fifty feet, makes it more bold and des- 
perate. 

The convicts who engaged in the 
break were all employed in the rock 
crusher, where 325 of the most des- 
perate prisoners were at work. Capt. 
Murphy was acting as genera] over- 
seer about the rock crusher, and four 
other prison attachés, L. Daly, M. 
Hogan, Charles Taylor and Charles 
Jolly, were employed as “pushers” to 
keep the men at work. A large ‘sledge 
hammer was thrown into the crusher. 
causing the ponderous machine to 
come to a standstill. This @ tracted 
Capt. Murphy, Charles Jolly and 
Taylor to the place’ immediately. 
Thereupon the desperate convicts 
rushed to seize Murphy, Jolly 
Taylor. They succeeded only in 
catching the two first mentioned. 
They aiso endeavored to. take the 
other free men, who managed to es- 
cape them. 

All this time the scene of trouble 
Was under cover, and the guards on 
the outside could not see the strug- 
gling men, although they soom had an 
intimation that something was wrong. 
The convicts, with their captives, 
made their way toward a small post 
commanded by Guard W. H. Harris, 
who was armed with a rifle. Five 
of the gang surrounded Capt. Mur- 
phy, and two of them had Jolly. The 
convicts had knives in possession for 
immediate execution, . should the 
gvards attempt to free themselves. 
They had no sooner stepped into the 
open than the seven guards com- 
menced firing, and within twenty sec. 
onds fully one hundred shots had 
been fired and the seven convicts 
were on the ground helpless, 
THREATENED MURPHY'S LIFE.

DESPERATE CRIMINALS. 
“ROUGH HOUSE” KELLY'S PAST. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SAN “FRANCISCO, Dec. 29.—[{Ex- 
clusivye Dispatch.) Daniel Kelly, bet- 
ter known as “Rough House” Kelly, 
who was wounded in the attempted 
jailbreak today, was transferred from 
San Quentin to Folsom prison be- 
cause he proved absolutely incorrigible 
at the former penitentiary and was in- 
volved in several half-formed plots at 
escape. He was considered so dan- 
gerous a character at San Quentin that 
it was thought best to make the trans- 
fer, and to place him where the 
chances of his doing harm _would be 
least. 

Kelly hails from San Francisco, 
where he was known to the police as 
& most desperate type of criminal. 
In December, 1901, he was arrested 
for petty larceny, and served three 
months in the county jail. After get- 
ting out, he was involved in several 
scrapes, and in October, 1904, he was 
caught in the act of breaking into a 
house. He fonght like a tiger when 
arrested, and his actions while in jail 
here were more those of a brute than 
a man. November 21, 1904, he was 
sentenced to a term of seven years 
and six months for burglary, and as 
soon as he reached San Quentin he 
began plotting to escape. Then he was 
transferred to Folsom, 

QUINLAN ANDAs GUN. 

John Quinlan, who was killed in 
the Folsom prison break, was a San 


term of years, August 16, last, for the 
robbery of the conductor of an Eddy- 
street car. Quinlan had worked as

In his report, which is 
approved by Secretary Hitchcock, 


_ *Mr.. Havens states: ‘As a result of 
the wish of the United States Land 
Department that all land office business 
be transacted in United States land of- 
Gces, my office has been discontinued, 
atid Imperial settlers again find them- 
selves compelled to go to Los Angeles 
to t t their land business.’ 

"In reply I have to state that, in 
hig statement that settlers are required 
to go to United States land offices to 
‘Mransact their business therewith, he 
must have had in view the require- 
ments of the circular of instructions of 
Wanuary 25, 1904, as to final proofs. 
"This circular does not require such ac- 
tien, but such an inference might 
readily be drawn from paragraph 10 of 
ahe circular, which directs that appli- 
cants desiring to make final proofs 
‘before officers other than registers and 
receivers, should be notified that such 
course might cause delay in comple- 
tion of their claims, through their 
reference to special agent for exam- 
ination, but the circular as a whole 
in ne way prohibits the entryman from 
making jis final proofs before the of- 
ficers atithorized by law to take them... 

“While the Los Angeles land district 
comprises a very large extent of ter- 
ritory, it embraces what is known as 
the Colorado Desert, which covers 
about three-fourths of the district and 
in which very few entries are made.

Calls Letter to Dr. Upjohn 
Unwarranted, Cruel. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.™M.) 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 29.—“Can a 
bishop, or ought a bishop, to write de- 
famatory letters in secret in order to 
injure any member of the ministry? 
"Lhis is the question that will be decided 
at the meeting of the board of inquiry 
in the case of Irvine vs. Talbot,” said 
Rev. Ingrdm N. W. Irvine, the plaintiff 
in the celebrated case, today, in dis- 
cussing the charges which have been 


made against him, 

“My reinstatement.” continued Irvine, 
“is of secondary consideration when 
contrasted with the above query. Of 
course, 1 wish to have this unjust de- 
position removed, but I wish also, en- 
tirely without malice, to be vindicated 
in the sight of God and my friends.” 

In discussing the motive for the pre- 
sentiment, Irvine said that it was be- 
cause he had persistently refused to 
serve communion to Mrs. Emma D. El- 
liott of Muntingdon, Pa., who is di- 
vorced against the wishes of Bishop 
Talbot. 

“Bishop Talbot and I, along with 
about 1600 other mem bers of the minis- 
try,” sald Irvine, “signed the declara- 
tion which was sent to all the bishops 
and clergy in the United States and 
presented to the General Convention 
of 1898, and which prayed for more 
stringent restrictions in the matter of 
divorce and remarriage. 

“The canons of the church provide 
explicitly that a man or a woman dl- 
vorced on any charge except that of 
adultery, which must be proven beyond 
the bounds of reasonable doubt, cannot 
receive the holy sacrament. In the 
face of this Bishop Talbot, while he 
p.blicly supported the petition, covertly 
and by secret meetings with Mrs, E!- 
liott, who is a woman divorced on the 
grounds of desertion, sought to have 
her remain in the church. 

“Now, who was the more consistent, 
Bishop Taibot or I? Did we not, both 
of us, sign the petition mentioned? Is, 
it not curious that Bishop Talbot, al- 
though he had written me saying that 
Mrs. Elijott was, by canon, excommu- 
nicated, should, by other methods, seek 
to retain her as a communicant?” 

Referring to the letter which Bishop 
Talbot is said) to have writin Dr. Up- 
in which the former termed Ir- 

vine a “plausible romancer,” had 
be OO that he was deposed for gross 
immorality and that “for twenty out of 
the thirty years of his service in the 
ministry he was under ecclesiastical 
discipline,” Irvine said that Bishop 
Talbot has placed himself in a most 
awkward position, 

“UNWARRANTED AND CRUEL.” 


“That letter to Dr. Upjohn was un- 
waranted and cruel,” said Irvine, “since 
it was. first of all a gross subterfuge. 
it was used secretly ag a weapon 
against me, to deprive me of all sym- 
pathy, respect and even maintenance 

“In the first place it is an utter 
impossibility for the allegations to be 
true. The church law requires that a 
minister shall not be eligible to ad- 
mittance to anot er diocese when leay- 
ing one unless he bears the 
demissary’. This letter shows that the 
departing minister has a clear record, 
that his life is beyond bebraach, free 
from error in religion and viciousness 
in life, and must be signed by the 
bishop. Pow could I, therefore, be 
guilty of the charges made against me? 

“Bishop Whitehead of the Diocese 
of Pittsburgh, Bishop Adams of the 
Diocese of Easton, Md., the last two 
dioceses in which I served, as well as 
the bishops of all the dioceses in which 
I lived prior to this, have given me 
these letters, which secured me the 
desired admission to new flelds. 

“Bishop Talbot has in his allegations 
indirectly accused his brother-bishops 
of fraud upon the church tn their issu- 
ance of these letters to me. The bishops 
whose names he quotes in his attack 
upon my character have been piaced in 
a position which reflects discredit upon 
their reputations, or Bishop Talbot's 
accusations are absolutely false—and I 
know that the word of these gentiemen 
cannot be impugned.” 

Irvine said in conclusion that he is 
not a member of the Catholic Club, 
hor has he ever made any accusations 
at the club or had any words with Dr.

FIGHTING THE SPUR.

Residents on these streets are deter- 
mined te prevent the construction of 
these tracks if possible, and an attempt 
was made to con.mit the association to 
a protest last night. This they could 
not accomplish, but a public meeting 
was called to take place this evening 
in the same hall, at which time prop- 
erty owners on the streets affected will 
sign petitions t. the City Council ask- 
ing that the privilege granted to the 
Santa Fé company be withdrawn.

cuttings to those who wish to beautify 
their lots by the planting of flowers, 
shrubbery and vines. 

Rev. Dana Bartlett was elated last 
night at the success of the meeting of 
the citizens of the ward; “This is the 
first time since I have been working in 
this ward that such a thing has been 
pocsible,” said he. “Such a meeting as 
this means a great deal for the uplift 
of the ward, and I am much encour- 
aged. There is a marvelous transforma- 
tion in progress down lere. We can 
note it every day. The very personnel 
of the neighborhood is changing, and 
the rough and vicious characters are 
passing away, while pretty and com- 
fortable homes are being made and 
places that have been run down are 
again made neat and trim. There is a 
material as well :;‘a moral uplift in 
the Eighth Wari. While we want and 
invite factories, we expect to protect 
ourselves againrt those of such a char- 
acter that they would become nul- 
sances; and we intend to fight for indi- 
vidual homes, in lots by themselves, 
where each may have its own surround<- 
ings of lawn, garden, trees and flowers.”

HEALTH ORDINANCE. 
MAY ASK SFRCIAL COMMISSION. 
One of the Herculean labors which 
confronts the incoming Council and 
Healih Board is a revision of the pres- 


ent health ordinances, inctuding the 


pure-food laws. 

Health Officer ‘Powers will ask that 
a single ordinance be drawn embedy- 
Ing all the health laws nov on the 
statute books, snd renderimy ite 
visions more lucid and move stringent 
than the shelf-worn and moth-exten 
laws under which the health depart- 
ment is now working. 

Revision of the health laws has been 
attempted repeatedly during the last 
two years, but there was not enough 
enthusiasm behind the movemert to 
earry it to a successful! conclusion. 

Many ordinances now on the sta‘ut? 
books have been declared illegal), eitavr 
wholly or in part, by court decisions. 
Some of the ones which are said to be 
legal are inadequate for a city of the 
size of Log Angeles. They were adopt- 
ed in the: adobe days, and have never 
been amended or repealed. 

Drafts of two pure-food ordinances 
have been pigeon-holed by the retiring 
Board of Health. Each of these crdi- 
nances was prepared after months of 
labor on the mor of the Health Officer 
and the Citv Chemist.

ILLS WAIVES 
CLAIM TO WIFE. 


WANTS ANNULMENT OF UNION 


WITH SPANISH BEAUTY. 
| 
After Brief Honeymoon He Discov- 
ers That Woman With Soulful Eyes 
Was Not a Widow When She Took 
His Name—Mrs. Brammer is an 
Alleged Bigamist. 


Luther G. Willis, a young man well 
known about the city, and employed in 
one of Silverwood's stores, has dis- 
covered that another man has a prior 
claim to his wife and is willing to re- 
linquish her to the claimant. 

A little over a year ago Willis became 
acquainted with Mrs. Mary Brammer. 
In the social circle in which she moved 
she attracted a good deal of attention, 
by reason of her beauty and her 
(‘narming manners. She was partly of 
Spanish extraction, and had traveled 
a good deal in Central and South 
America. Her alternate fits of vivacity 
and pensiveness sat with such grace 
upon the young “widow” that she cap- 
tivated the hearts of a number of 
young men, Sut Willis was the fa- 
vored suitor. 

A brief courtship ended in marriage 
that took glace on January 29 last. 
For a while life promiséd to bé one 
jong, sweet honeymoon, and then the 
young husband began ,to realize that 
his dear little wife was not altogether 
the innocent, sweet thing that he had 


believed. She had a temper that , 


raged iike a young cyclone when let 
loose, and at such times the husband 
had to look out for himseif.

It appears that 
life in British Honduras palied upon 
Mre. Bramener, wherefore she left her 
husband and returned to Southern Cal- 
ifornia, where she has relatives.

Earl Rogers 
wanted to know if the witness remem- 
bered calling at his office a day or two 
ago, and having his attention called 
to Whittlers character. The witness 
said he remembered. Then counsel 
asked if he remembered saying that he 
had heard a good dea] against Whit- 
tier, and he really didn't know enough 
about him to testify as to + genera! 
reputation. The witness remembered 

“Has new light come to you on the 
question?” inquired Rogers. 

De Garmo modestly said: “Not espe- 
cially.” 

“And yet you followed Mr. Whittier 
pretty nearly over the United States?” 
The witness thought scarcely so far 
“Well, vou found him at Omapba?”

SANTA BARBARA.

and the capteins of brain have sweated 
and toiled in the wild midst of the 
Kern mountains, fashioning a won- 
drous magnet to draw from Nature's 
secret store the force that guides the 
stares. 

The spot selected for the location of 
this delicate and massive instrument— 
the generating or power plant—is the 
floor of a small ravine in the rugged 
fastnesses, at a point fifteen miles be- 
low the headwaters of the Kern River 
and forty miles from the lines of the 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fé rall- 
roads, the nearest railroad station be- 
ing Caliente, thirty miles southeast of 
Pakersfiel. 

At Caliente the thousands of tons of 
machinery and material required in 
the building of the great canal and 
the erecting and equipping of the 
piant were delivered by rail, thence to 
be transported over three mountain 
ranges by teams, From six to forty- 
two mules were gsed in hauling each 
Ww gonioad up a over the grades, the 
heaviest one lo: ing a piece of ma- 
chinery weighing 2800 pounds, to trans- 
port which twenty-one spans of mules 
were “hooked up.” Some of the most 
expert teamsters-—muleteers more prop- 
erly called—in the*country were em- 
ployed to handle these trains, and 
nothing but the mervelous dexterity 
of their hands and the energizing per- 
sucsion of their stupendous profanity 
could have averted wreck and ruin ov 
many of the sharp curves of the moun- 
tain grades traverned; it became a com- 
mon thin-~- to see the head of a forty- 
two mule train going due east while 
the hinder mules and the load moved 
due west. during the rounding of these 
perilous bends. -At a conservative es- 
timate. $10.000 was expended in team- 
ine alone before the plant was com- 
~leted. 

SALOONS REAP HARVEST. 

“Tt is a ead fact,” said President 


Wiltam G. Kerckhoff of the - Pacific |: 


Light and Power Company—and the 
Statement was concurred in by Cen- 
eral-Manager A. C. Balch—‘that the 
snioons at Kernville, Isabella and Hav- 
linh got 90 per cent. of all the wages 
paid to the forces of from 500 to 80 
men ~*s for nearly three years have 
heen continuousiy employed in the 
biilding of the canal and erection of 
the plant. The great majority of these 
workmen were of the laboring class, 
and received $2.50 a day for their work 
On an approximate average $2.3 of 
this went to the saloon-keepers and 
kindred persons.” 

By such a showing the conclusion 
would be that crimes and fatalities 
featured the building of the Kern 
pliant: but the reverse is true. Only 
one man was killed by accident im the 
three years, and he was blown up witb 
powder: one died of too much whisky. 
in camp, and there were three or four 
murders resulting from drunken af- 
frays. A remarkable sunning up 
considering the way 90 per cent, of the 
wages was spent. 

It is even more remarkable when the 
heterogenous make-up of the severa! 
construction camps is considered. About 
every tribe, from Laguna Indians to 
Bohemian immigrants, was  repre- 
sented among the laboring employs— 
Greeks, Poles, Italians, Mexié¢atis, ne- 
groes and what-not. 


CANAL AND PLANT. 


The leneth of the canal which con- 
ducts the water from the river to the 
plant is twelve miles. It is 52 feet 
wide acroas the (open) top, 16 to 22 
feet across the bottom, husan average 
depth of 8 feet and carries 709 cubic 
feet of water per second. It is lined 
throughout with 3,000,000 squar. feet of 
three-inch cement sheeting, the “same 
used in the sidewalks of Los A: 
es. 
Thie canal conducts the watere of 
the river to a great fore-dam, lodged in 
the mountain side directly above the 
power-house. From this dam five sixty- 
inch pressure pipes lead to the Girard 
water wheel, built Into the floor of tha 
ravine, the fall of the water being 274 
feet, or sixty feet less than that of 
Niagara Falls. 

The mechanical energy developed by 
the fall of the water on this wheel op- 
erates the five 4000-horse-power gener- 
ators which are installed in the power- 
house, each of 3900 kilowate—an addi- 
tional fact of no earthly intelligence to 
the lay mind but of particutar impor- 
tance in the strange jargon of engi- 
neers. 

INTO LOS ANGELES. 

Of the $2,000,000 expended in putting 
in the Kern River Company's plant 
600,000 was for the double cable line 
to Los Angeles. The distance actually 
traversed is 124% miles, and there are 
two separate and Individual cables, one 
for active use and one for reserve in 
ease of breakage or other interruption, 
It is a two-pole line and equipped with 
two separate and individual private 
telephone lines, each of which carries 
three wires. 

Fight thousand poles support the 
cables: 25,000 twenty-five-pound porce- 
lain insulators adorn these poles; 2340,- 
00 pounds of copper wire, weighing 
27700 pounds to the mile, is contained in 
the cables. Between delivery in Los 
Angeles and generation at the power- 
house there are five substations, one 
at Indian Creek, one at Andrade, one 
near Elizabeth Lake, one at Newhall, 
and one near Eastlake Park, Los An- 
geles, where the power is stepped down 
for distribution. 

The switchboard at the power-house 
in the Kern mountains is said by ‘ien- 
eral Manager Balch to be the simplest 
in use in the world: “almost enough 
money Was saved in wiring it to pay 
for the plant.” 

Power for lighting and for mechan- 
ical uses will be delivered by the Kern 
River Company to Riverside and San 
Bernardino, as well as to Los Angeles 
eanys Gen. Forman, president of the 
Kern River Company.

The Park Commissioners have 
recently completed a handsome four- 
mile driveway along the terraces of 
Grifith Park which overlook Los 


Angeles Valley and the ranges “of! 


mountains beyond. It has been their 
theory that if this park were made 
more accessible to the people of this 
city, and also to the tourists who 
Visit us in great numbers every win- 
ter, it would afford another and im- 
portant means of healthful and de- 
lightful recreation. 

With thig object in view the Com- 
missioners on Wednesday invited 
representatives of the Pacific Electric 
Railway to join them in an excursion 
over the new driveway, to have them 
examine its relations with the Glen- 
dale road, and ascertain if it would 
not be feasible to make a connection 
with that road at the Ivanhoe station, 
and run a daily tallyho excursion as a 
side trip, furnishing stop-over con- 
pon tickets to those desiring to visit 
the park.

OW THE REFERENDUM. 
Announcement is made through 
the unveracious columns of the Even- 


ing Express that “every franchise 
granted is to be attacked through 
the referendum.” What is really 


meant by this clumsy announcement 
is that the “referendum” is to be in- 
voked-—-if enough names can be se- 
cured—for the purpose of referring 
back to the Couticil the so-called Ten- 
nessee-stree* franchise. 

The referendum provision of tke 
charter requires that no franchise or- 
dinance passed by the Council shal! 
go imto effect before thirty days from 
the time of its final passage and ap- 
proval ty the Mayor. In the mean- 
time (within the thirty days.) if a pe- 
tition signed by voters equal in num- 
ber to 7 per cent. of the entire vote 
cast for all candidates for Mayor at 
the last preceding eiection, protest- 
ing against the passage of such ordi- 
nance, be presented to the Council, 
“the ordinanco shall be suspended 
and. it shall be the duty of the Coun- 
cil to reconsider the same.” If, upon 
reconsideration, the Counell fails to 
repeal the ordinance in fits entirety, it 
nfust be submitted to a vote of the 
people of the entire city, either at the 
next genera) election or at a special 
election called for the purpose: the 
ordinance to go into effect if a major- 
ity of the votes cast are in its faver, 
otherwise it is to be nul! and void. 

It seems that R. H. Norton (who ts 
the head and tall of the socalled 
“good government league,” and who 
was one of the leading henchmen of 
the Express in working out [ts private 
revenges by means of the “recall!” in 
the Davenport case.) is now engaged 
in working up the referendum in the 
Tennestee-street franchise case. It 
may be possible for Norton to get the 
requisite 7 per cent. of signatures to 
his petition. The readiness of the 
average citizen to sign any old peti- 
tion, to get rid of the importunities of 
the person asking it, is proverbial. It 
may be that the suspension of this or- 
dinance can thus be secured, and that 
the way may thue be blocked for the 
sale of any ordinance runsing more 
than twentyone years. But if this 
should be done, who would be the 
loser? Not Mr. Huntington, for he 
does not really care to build the line. 
The losers would be the property 
owners along the route of the pro 
posed road, for they would thus be de- 
prived of the railway facilities which 
they desire. 

The railway company did not take 
the initiative in petitioning for this 
road, nor did it have anything to do 
with the petition. The property 
owners whose property would be 
benefited by the road got up the pe- 
tition and presented it to the Council. 
Itisthey who wish to have the road 
built, and who would be chiefly bene- 
fited by it. 

What is true of this particular piece 
of road is true of all future railway 
extensions in the city. They will 
benefit property in the outlying dis- 
tricts to which they extend, but they 
will be «cf comparatively little value 
to the railway companies. All the 
extensions will be merely feeders for 
the lines already built and in opera- 
tion. The central portions of the 
city are well covered with railway 
tracks. and the interurban lines have 
outiets fn all directions. SBvery new 
line extended into the suburban sec- 
tions, from now on, will be rather for 
the benefit of Auburban residents 
than for that of the railway ¢om- 
panies. The main. lines now operat- 
ing in the city will pay as well with- 
out further extensions as with them. 
if such extensions are made, it will 
be because tha people desire them, 
and are willing to grant franchises 
that will not .expire before the fran- 
chises of the main lines expire. 

Mr. Huntington is sensible in refus-

USSIA’S INTERNAL STRUGGLE. 
The struggle for representative 
government in Russia has been 


blown into such a flame during 
the past few months that no 
power on thrones or back of 


thrones can ever again extinguish it. 
It was predicted in these columns 
many weeks ago that Russia would se- 


tution in the reasonably near future, 
and there is no ground for withdraw- 
ing that prediction now. On the con- 
trary, the belief grows stronger with 
every passing day that the long- 
looked-for cannot much longer 
be denied the subjects of Nicholas Il. 
The people are aroused, the press is 
fearless in its persistence, and the 
cause of liberty has now strong friends 
at court, something which it has not 
had ,betore. 

Czar Alexander, tie present ruler's 
grandfather, ‘had fully concluded to 
grant a constitution to his country 
when he was laid low by the murder- 
ous bands of cowardly assassins. 
That unfortunate oecurrence set the 
cause of a limited moparchy back with 
a sudden shock that made the future 
appear very hopeless, indeed. But 
the people's opportunity has tow 
come again while the nation is in- 
volved in its present bleody struggle 
with Japan. very advantage is be- 
ing taken of the situation, and those 
who fearel to speak before are now 
bold in the utterance that the time 
has come when the autocratic and 
bureaucratic methods of ruling the 
empire must give way to popular 
representation. 

Let it not be wunderstgdd, how- 
ever, that tbe is any thought, 
intention or desire on the part 
of Russians to either disrupt or 
cripple the Fatherland through 
the present agitation. The move- 
ment has no such meaning. The 
Czar himself is no more to 
preserve Russia's integrity and to 
hold her intact as a nation than is 
the humblest Blav. There is not 
even any desire to depose the Czar or 
the retgning house of Romanoff from 
the throne. Witat the people want 
is a voice in their own political- af- | 
fairs; they want a constitutional mon- 
archy with a Parliament. and fhat 
the people will get what they want, 
sooner or later, either in Russfa or 
elsewhere, no man need doubt. The 
Czar will be wise to heed the voice 
of his countrymen, for their voice is 
the volce of a nation, and no ruler 
ever yet lived who could turn dull 
ears to it with safety.

TO BE LOCATED ON WINDWARD 
AVENUE IN VENICE. 


Scheme to House Telephone and 
Telegraph Companies, Express and 
Electric Railway Depots and Post- 
office All Under One Roof—Things 
Doing Along the Sunset Shore. 


OCEAN PARK, Dec. 29.—The peti- 
tions are in circulation asking the guv- 
ernment to establish a fourth-class 
postoffice on Windward avenue in 
Venice. The petitions have been in 
quiet circulation several days* and 
are being liberally signed by Short 
Line Beach and South Ocean Park 
taxpayers and residents. The request 
is for the appointment of Robert M. 
Granger as postmaster. The territory 
now seeking mail facilities is at this 
time tributary to the Ocean Park post- 
office, which is in the city of Santa 
Monica.
